The Machias Republican says F. J. 


Moore, of the Western Union Tele- 
graph office in that pace, Is the oldest 
operator In New England and possibly 
in the United States, he having begun 
work with the Maine Telegraph Com- 
pany 60 years ago. He recollects when 
there was but one wire in operation 
between Bangor and Boston with about 
a dozen offices on the whole line, and 
no linemen were kept to do repairs, the 
operators were required to perform 
this duty, and on occasions, when a 
break occurred several miles distant, 
the offices were closed several days at 
a time while repairs were being made. 
There were no despatch blanks then 
and the monthly returns were made 
out on common foolscap paper. There 
are now more than thirty wires in 
operation between Boston and Bangor, 
and six or eight from the latter place 
to Calais. 


And now Bucksport seems in a fair 


way to experience a ship-building re- 
vival. McKay & Dix, Now York ship 
brokers, have secured a refusal of the 
ship-yard owned by William Beazley, 
of Bucksport, and are making plans to 
build several vessels there during tlie 
next few years. This is the same con- 
cern which recently leased a yard .it 
Machias, and which is now finishing ,i 
. vessel there, whose keel had been laid 
I when they took possession of the yard. 


Within a day or two a representative of 
:he firm has been at Bucksport and 
looked the Bea2ley yard over, and was 
so favorably Impressed with it that lie 
secured a refusal of the yard tOr a lease 
tor a term of years. It is understood 
that the New York firm intends w 
build a four-masted schooner there this 
year, and also a smaller vessel. 


There are 80 names on the pay-roll 


at the shipyard of H. M. Bean, Camden, 
at the present, and probably will be 
more In the spring. Some ot the finest 
schooners ever built in Maine have 
been built In Capt. Bean's yard at 
Camden. For eleven years J. J. Ward- 
well has-been the foreman or master 
builder there, not only designing and 
modeling every vessel, but taking en- 
tire charge of the building of the same. 
Mr. Wardwell has been in a shipyard 
all his life. He commenced when he 
was 14 years of age, and after learning 
all the details ot the business, at the 
age ot 20 he began to build vessels and 
for 26 years he baa been a master 
builder. His first vessel was buili In 
1873, and since that .time some 29 ves- 
sels have been built under his super- 
vision. He will have the honor ot de- 
signing, modeling and building the first 
six-master In the world. He designs 
and models some veaaela for other 
parties, aside from Capt. Bean.

"It Is not generally known that we 


have In this country a crocodile," said 
a cocoanut planter of the BIscayue 
country. "I lived in Florida, near the 
Miami, for months before I knew it. 
I met the Semlnoles from up the 
swamp every now and then, and when 
I asked for game they always referred 
to what they called the 'sharp-nosed 
'gator,' which I supposed was the com- 
mon alligator. One day, however, I came 
across an Indian who had the skull 
of one of these sharp-nosed 'gators for 
sale. I bought it, and at once was 
struck with the difference between it 
and that of the alligator. One was 
pointed, with sharp teeth; tbe other 
flat and round-nosed, with blunt, crush- 
ing teeth. Here, unsuspected—at least 
by the majority of white people, I dis- 
covered—was as perfect a ciocodile as 
could be found on the Nile, and I de- 
termined to capture one if possible. 


Alligators were fairly common, and 


it was difficult to distinguish them 
from the crocodiles. But I learned 
that the crocodiles were found near the 
moutlfe of streams, in salt water, and 
that the alligators wore more at home 
up the stream. About this time a 
party of friends from New York came 
down to my plantation; so we organ- 
ized a hunt, and for several days 
scoured the little bays and Inclosed 
areas of the-coast, went up the rivers 
and crawled Into the swamps, but 
never saw a large crocodile. We were, 
in fact, hunting for a giant described 
by the Indians as twenty or twenty-one 
feet long, that had been seen and shot 
at a score of times, but no one had 
ever hit it

"One day I took the party out to the

' "'What? Out here'Nonsense, man!' 
exclaimed one of my companions. 


" 'You saw it, sir?' said the man. 


'No shark could look 
like that. It was either a crocodile or 
an alligator coming out to sea."

"It was an easy question to settle, 


and the boat was turned In the direc-

if the rope was attached. The boat 
was rowed slowly, the men making as 
little noise as possible, the location of 
the animal now being Indicated by a 
swirl of water not seventy feet away.

We 
had the oars ready and hacked, but not 
before one had beta struck and broken 
and the boat nearly filled. 


"All at once our game righted and 


plunged ahead savagely, then swam in 
a circle and finally keeled over, where- 
upon we raised a shout of triumph and 
hauled alongs'ide. He was a - beauty— 
not twenty feet long by apy means; 
but at least fifteen; a splendid speci- 
men of a sea-going crocodile. As he 
was too large to tow in it was decided 
to haul him aboard.

The crocodile cleared the decks, 
hteially, regained its upright pobition 
and crawled over, binUing the boat, 
which rolled over and dumped him in- 
to his natural element, when with a 
rush he was of!

away we ilung out selves after her, 
clinging to the rail, and for a short 
distance the sauiian towed us all, but 
the boat was full of water, was too 
much for a long tow, and he soon 
quieted down and began to swim in a 
circle, while we towed the boat ashore.

Many men have cranky ideas' about 


preparing their bills for ready hand- 
ling. One plan is to fold each bill sep- 
arately, 
keeping the denominations 


apart in the various divisions of their 
pocket-books. This method facilitates 
the search for the desired sum when 
making a purchase. This, says the Bos- 
ton Heiald, is almost a sure guard 
against passing out a bill of tbe wrong 
denomination. 


Then there are men who make a neat 


roll of all their bills. The first is rolled 
by Itsclt to about the size o( a lead pen- 
cil, the next is lapped about it,, an'd so 
on to the end. Then a rubber band is 
placed about the entire lot When it is 
desired to use one of the bills the rub- 
ber is removed and the end of the first 
hill caught between the thumb and 
forefinger and the right hand while the 
roll is held between the thumb and 
forefinger of the left hand. Then the 
bill is Quickly unwound, none of til*. 
others being disturbed. 


Many men never carry a pocket-book. 


One reason for this Is that a well-worn 
purse more easily slips from tbe pocket 
than a roll of bills. Then, again, the 
bulk of a pocket-book is annoying; it 
takes up too much room, especially 
when the pantaloons are made snug. 
When pocket-books are not carried, a 
favorite receptacle is the watch pocket. 
When this Is used the bills are made 
up into a little, hard bunch. Their 
presence is always felt against the body 
In a crowd there is no danger of losing 
them, and when traveling with any 
considerable sum this is a safe deposi- 
tory. 
Some m^n have a fad of carrying a 


lot of new bills in an envelope that is 
kept in one of the inside pockets. Now 
and then a man is found who keeps a 
few bills in every pocketx He goes-on 
the theory that if he is robbed of one 
lot, a sufficient amount will remain to 
hist him until he reaches home. He 
starts out feeling that he is going to 
be robbed, and makes provision to meet 
every possible emergency. He usually 
makes three folds of h,ls bills and tucks 
them away in .the corners of his pack- 
ets with extreme care. He does not 
feel surprised if he finds, upon making 
an Inventory after arriving home, that
